The Summary of the Claimed Subject Matter Section is non-compliant as it fails to map each element of each independent claim to the 
specification by page and line number. The mapping of entire limitations is insufficient. Moreover, the mapping of each independent claim 
should be separate and not rely on the mapping of a prior independent claim for completeness. Appellant should note that mapping of 
dependent claims that do not contain means-plus-function limitations is not required. 

The Grounds of Rejection Section is non-compliant in that it does not state the grounds of rejection, but merely refers to a reference and 
includes grouping of claims. 

The Argument Section is non-compliant as it addresses items that are petitionable not appealable and because it does not include the 
proper headings for the grounds of rejection and subheadings for claims argued separately.
